Parents are requested to 
warn children to stay entirely clear 
of el»K*trIc wires while indulging in 
this class of sport. Many times the 
string becomes damp while in the air. 
It then becomes a conductor of elec- 
icity. No statement t*oiild be truer 
than th<‘ story of the discovery of 
electricity by Mr. Franklin. Every Imy 
know's this story and Mr. Kemp says 
that parents need only recall this to 
the minds of Arneri<*a’s mnnhiiod. They 
will immediately gi'usp the idea and 
thereby immediately grasp th»? idea and 
cident. This warning on the part of 
Mr. Kemp is only a part of the safety 
program of the Texas Power & Light 
Company. Tlie company Is one of the 
strongest advocates of safety In the 
state of T»*xas.

operations

The marquis 
of Becaria had them in mind in writing hi» famous essay 
on “Crime« and Punishment»,” from which this extract j 
Is taken : 
A principal source of error and injustice is false ideas 
of utility. 
That legislator haR false ideas of utility who 
considers particular more than general conveniences, who 
would sacrifice a thousand real advantages to Hie fear of 
an imaginary or trifling inconvenience : who would deprive 
men of the use of fire for fear of their being burned, 
and of water for fear of their being drowned, and who 
knows of no means preventing evil but by destroying it. 
The laws of this nature are those which forbid citizens 
to carry arms, disarming those only who are not disposed 
to commit the crime which the laws mean to pi event. 
Can it he supposed that those who have the eourage to 
violate the most sacred laws of humanity and «the most 
important of the code will r«*spect the less considerable 
and arbitrary injunctions, the violation of which is so 
easy and of so little comparative importance?
